Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thousands  of  vacation- 
ists that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State  for  the  variegated  woodlands 
that  encircle  our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains.  Most 
of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough  careless 
people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and  woodland  fires  to  start 
in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should 
have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire  fighting  forces 
have  held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.    It  is  up  to  each  one  of

SCHOOL  BOARD 

Since  Stuart  Murphy  moved  to  Bennington,  Vermont,  he  was  unable  to 
continue  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board.  Since  his  term  had  one  year 
to  go,  an  Article  is  included  in  the  Warrant  to  choose  a  Member  of  the 
School  Board  for  a  one-year  term  as  well  as  a  Member  for  a  three-year 
term, 

ENROLLMENT 

The    enrollment     as    of    January    1,    1966   was    33,  divided  as  follows: 

Primary  Room  (Grades  1-3)  -  15 
Upper  Room      (Grades  4-6)    -  18 

Fifteen  are  attending  high  school  and  ten  are  enrolled  in  Grades  7  and  8 
at  New  London.  There  is  one  student  in  Grade  7  attending  Sunapee  Central 
School. 

SCHOOL  COSTS 

The  high  school  tuition  charge  at  New  London  increased  from  $490. 
to  $521.  per  pupil.  The  rate  for  students  in  Grades  7  and  8  will  increase 
from  $300.  to  $352.  per  pupil.  In  spite  of  this  increase,  the  cost  of  operating 
Memorial  School  last  year  -  1964-65  -  was  $605.23  per  pupil  due  to  the 
very  low  pupil-teacher  ratio.  The  State-Average  cost  per  elementary 
pupil  was  $352.  In  other  words,  Springfield's  cost  of  $605.23  per  pupil  was 
$253  more  for  each  pupil  than  the  average  cost  for  all  of  the  elementary 
pupils  in  New  Hampshire. 

AREA    SCHOOL    STUDY    COMMITTEE 

Your  representatives  on  the  eight-town  School  Study  Committee  (Justin 
Nichols,  Terry  Davis,  and  Barbara  Reney)  have  put  in  a  tremendous 
amount  of  time  and  study.  Bi-weekly  meetings  of  the  twenty-four  members 
of  the  Committee  were  held  from  April  through  September  followed  by 
weekly  meetings  until  the  end  of  January.  Your  vote  on  February  21  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  Kearsage  Regional  School  Planning  Board  is 
now  a  matter  of  record. 


TITLE    II    -    ELEMENTARY    EDUCATION    ACT    OF   1965 

Springfield  shared  in  the  Title  II  funds  allotted  to  Supervisory  Union 
#43.  An  amount  of  $45.  will  be  spent  for  school  library  resources  and 
other  instructional  materials.  These  federal  funds  are  an  outright  grant 
and  do  not  have  to  be  matched  by  the  local  District.
